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North Vietnam 

Estimated of North Vietnam's paddy rice output arc 
based on indirect evidence such an reporting on weather, 
insect and disease problems, and press commentary on planting, 
fertilizing, weeding, and other agricultural activities. 
Announcements by the regime on its output plans or performance 
are often internally inconsistent and misleading. Current 
estimates of North Vietnam's paddy output are shown in the 
tabulation below. In addition, secondary crops equivalent 
to about 600,000 tons of rice have been produced annually.

North Vietnam's population currently amounts to about 
24 million. An April 1974 censu’s revealed a population of some 
23.7 million, 50% higher than the 16 million counted in the 
I960 census. The implied growth rate of about 3% annually, 
however, may overstate the actual rate because coverage in 
the recent census presumably was more complete than in the 
earlier one. A population growth rate of about 2.5% annually 
probably is a reasonable estimate.

Thus the Republic of Vie-n&r. is clout self -sufficient in rice. If the se- 
condary crops such as corn, sweet potato, tapioca, peas, ber.r.s, etc.., arc 
also taken into csr.sicer&ticr, it car. be said there is no real food- short age 
if rearketing, storage end distribution are well organised. 

However cur to the war situation, lack of proper storage and trans- 
portation facil : ties , uneven distribution and unscrupulous speculation and 
also partial seiture by North- Vietnamese Communist troios, the Republic of 
Vietnam still has to import some rice free, the USA. 

The Mekong Delta represents as in the past the most important rice 
basket of \ ietr.am. lortr. Vietnam, has always been fcod-def i cient even in 
pe/icc tir.c and had to buy rice ires the south which was also able to export 
rice abroad. In fact Vietnam was the third most important rice exporter 
after hurra and Thailand. 

At the present time the Mekong Delta has to supply Region 1, Region 
Hand Saif on. If, thanks partially to the Land Development and Hamlet 
Building program, people in those areas go back to the land and resettle in 
LDHB sites and produce enough feed for themselves and their families, by 
the sane tc.*:cn the Mekong Delta ‘will automatically have exportable rice 
surpluses. 

The Land to the Tiller Law No 003/70 of 26 March 1970 led to a most 
sweeping ar.d successful land reform which won over the peasant support to 
the Government, took the wind out of the sails of Communist propaganda arid 
in some way increased production because the farmers become themselves land 
owners and put more heart ir. working their own lands. 

Over 1,370,000 hectares of rice-paddies have been since then dis- 
tributed to about £57,000 peasant families with proper ownership titles.

About 4S,C00 Mcnt3gnr*rd families have also received llb‘,000 hecta- 
res with due land titles, besides, 1,755,000 hectares have been reserved 
as Main Living Areas for Montagnard villages. 

The superficies of rubber plantations which were 342,700 hectares 
$n 1963 were reduced to c 3 , 0 7 0 hectares in 1972 with the production drop- 
ping from 76,000 to 20,000 metric tens. It is still the second most impor- 
tant agricultural product. 
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Oilier common crops are corn, wot potato, manioc or tnpiocn, 
pcmmt'i soyabean, fruit tree?., sugar cano, coconut and tobacco. 


Great ef forts have been devoted to developing water control pro- 
ject damn, reservoirs, dikes, irrigation canals, etc.., In 1973 alone 
2,1, M ,353,000 Vietnamese piasters were used for water contiol projects 
and over <17,000 hectares have benefitled from those projects and seen 
tholr crop yields increase. 


There arc besides about 3 million hectares of virgin lnnd and 
300,000 hectares of abandoned land which could he cultivated and which 
arc now partially used by the MINIS program. 


Animal husbandry plays r<n important role, In 1072 it was reported 
there were £52,000 cows, 300,000 buff .aloes, 4,200,000 pigs, 5,000 horses, 
23,200,000 chicken and 15,170,000 dusks. 


The trend is to combine big industrial farms with family nninnl 
hus: <mdry farms which can be practiced by every peasant fn ily at littlo 
coL.i according to traditional methods. 


The Central Highlands have extensive grasslands and thcroby great 
potential for raising cattle. 


forests cover almost 6,000,000 hectares, and represent extremely 
important natural resources with about half million cubic meters of lim- 
ber exploited each year, forest burning should be prevented and refores- 
tation has already started especially in the province of Tuycn Due. 

fishery resources arc also abundant and thoir exploitation has 
been continually increasing from 410,000 metric tons in 1967 to 677 „ 000 
tons in 1972. 

Under-raft fish breeding on the rivers especially has been fast 
expanding. 

Fishing should be better regulated to protect young fish and 
high sea fishing should be developed by organizing Cooperatives and pro- 
viding them with bigger and better equipped boats.
